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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Applicant has not complied with one or more conditions for receiving the benefit of an 
earlier filing date under 35 U.S.C. 120 as follows: 

This application is claiming the benefit of a prior filed nonprovisional application under 
35 U.S.C. 120, 121, or 365(c). Copendency between the current application and the prior 
application is required. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the reference to 
Serial No. 09/256,41 1 must be deleted as copendency does not exist between the instant 
application and the prior application. Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The abstract exceeds 150 words in length. The abstract should be in narrative form and 
generally limited to a single paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. 
It is important that the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the 
abstract on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 1 5, 29, and 30 are objected to for the below informalities. Appropriate correction 
is required. 

5. Regarding claim 15, line 2, change "captiv" to "captive". 

6. Regarding claim 29, it is unclear if the "at least two brackets" are referencing the 
"plurality of brackets" previously recited in claim 24. 

7. Regarding claim 29, the phrase "said display cabinet" lacks antecedent basis. 
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8. Regarding claim 30, the phrase "said upper and lower tabs and slots" lacks antecedent 
basis. 

Double Patenting 

9. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 
CFR 3.73(b). 

10. Claims 1-6, 7, 11-17, 23, 24, and 27-30 rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-6, 11, 12-18, 1, 1, and 3- 
6, respectively, of U.S. Patent No. 6,314,669. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because they are claiming common subject 

- matter as follows: a cabinet, brackets, female fastener receptacles, a display module and details, 
and fastener element access holes. 

1 1 . Claim 23 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate of claim 1 . 
When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both 
cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim 
to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP 

§ 706.03(k). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

12. Claims 1-7, 11-17, 23, 24, and 27-30 would be allowable upon overcoming the double 
patenting rejections and/or objections discussed above. 

13. Claims 8-10, 18-22, 25, 26, and 31-35 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Amendment 

14. The "Remarks" section of the response indicated a terminal disclaimer was attached, 
however, a terminal disclaimer is not of record and the required fee has not been paid. 

15. The "Remarks" section of the response indicated new claims 2-30 had been added to 
further define the invention, however, new claims 2-35 were added. 

Conclusion 

16. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. See PTO-892.
